RECENT DEATGS. 


Captain Rosert B. Forses, who died Nov. 23 at 
his residence in Milton, Mass., was one of the old 
merchants of Boston, and was closely identified 
with the shipping interests of davs gone by. He 
was born at Jamaica Plain in 1804, and began bis 
career on the sea at an early age, making a voy- 
age to Europe in a little topsailschooner when only 
six years old. The vessel was captured by a Brit- 
ish frigate. At the age of thirteen Capr. Forbes 
went to sea before the mast. At the age of twenty 
he was captain of one of his uncle’s ships. His 
connection with the China trade was 4 leading 
feature of his experience, and when about thirty 
years old he retired from the sea and became a 
merchant. One of his conspicuous acts was his aid 
to the aufferers of the Irish famine of 1846-7, when 
the United States Government sent him out in 
command of the frigate Jamestown. Ip 1858 he 
went on a Government expedition to the Pacific 
Ocean. In the Civil war he orgamzed the coast

matters, and a book giving the history of his life.

bis left leg caught between the car and the door sill. 
The obstruction bad stoped the car, but not until 
Mr. Cozzens had sustained a compeund fracture of 
the left femur, a lacerated wound in the middie of 
the leg, and another which forced LH the knee 
joint. Death resulted from shock and hemorrhage. 


Tue Hon. Grorce H. Penpuetoy, late the United 
States Minister to G:rmany, died at the Hotel 
Bellevue, Brussels, Nov. 23. His grandfather served 
on the staff of Gen. Natnaniel Greene during the 
Revolutiou, and stood as second for Alexander 
Hamilton io his duel with Burr. He married Alive 
Key, of Baltimore, daughter of Francis Scott Key, 
the author of the “Star-Spangled Banver.” 


Dr. J. Emerson Kent, who died at Philadelpbia 
Nov. 21, settled originally in Texas while it was an 
indepenaent State, and became ourgeon-General of 
the Navy of that young Republic. Subsequently 
he removed to New York, where he invented what 
is said to have been the first signal rocket used by 
the U. 8. Government.

This hali could be called after no 
particular person to the exclusion of any of the fall- 
en beroes. | would much prefer, as far as | am 
concerned, to see a marble monument erected, 
either in the cemetery or any other suitable point 
selected, and have the monument be one of orpa- 
mentand beauty. Sucha monnment would make 
@ greater impression on the young men who are 
now, and [ hope will be for centuries to come, sent 
there to be educated. I know the impression made 
on my mind when at West Point, by such monu- 
ments as were then erected. It was one of pride 
and glory, that our country could produce such 
men and that they were deemed worthy of such 
monuments; and that I had the chance to emulate 
them. [ bave no doubt many of us were impressed 
in the same way. How much moreimpressive, ther, 
on the youths of the academy would be, a monu- 
ment such as 363,000 would erect, if properly ban- 
dled. My vote would therefore be decidedly for u 
large marble monument, an ae one, one 
that West Point may be proud of for years to come. 
A memorial hall might be useful, but it would not 
be so impressive as a marble monument, such as 
could be erected for the money. MHallsare com 
mon; monuments, such as this, are not. I agree 
with you that the time has come that the money 
should be used for the purpose thatit was given. 
The donors are fast passing away, and if the mont- 
ment be commenced at once, pony of us now li\- 
ing will have passed away before it 1s completed.

BCREAU OF STEAM ENGINEERING, 


Tue Chief of the Naval Bureau of Steam Ena- 

inering, Geo. W. Melville, reports that $332,953 
9 been expended on machinery, boilers, etc., and 
241,710 on outfits, stores, etc., for our paval vessels 
during the year ending June 30, 1889. The engines 
and boilers of 39 vessels are reported to be in good 
or in fair condition; those of 23 need repairs. This 
does not include those of the three double and 15 
single turreted monitors, which are generally in 
good condition. The previous recommendation for 
testing machines at New York and Mare Island, and 
for steam g2nerating plant io each principal yard, 
are renewed. It is recommended that the Boston 
yard be re-opened for general repair croc, and 
that the shops atthe Brooklyn yard completed 
aod fitted out with the latest appliances. 

The previous recommendstion, that the engineer 
force be inc to 300, 1s reported. Even 
this number will be insufficient without a sufficient 
number of intelligent and skilled artificers and 
well-trained firemen. A course of higher instruc- 
tion should be established obligatory upon young 
engineers and optional with their elders, the law 
limiting appointments to the graduates of the Na- 
val Academy, so that the corps may be opened to 
graduates of the great technical schools of the 
country. “I cannot see,” says the Eagineer-in-Chief, 
“why a youpg man who fits himself, without ex- 
pense to the Government, for the Naval Service 
should not have thesame chance to enter it as a 
more favored one whose education has been paid 
for by the Government.” 

The injustice done to engineer duates in rank- 
ing them after the class with which they entered 
the Academy is protested against. Tuis makes the 
first manin the engineer class rank after the last 
man of the class of cadet midshipman which left 
the Academy two years after the former. Greater 
distinction should be made between the petty 
officers and the firemen and  coalbeavers 
they are expected to control. It is revom- 
mended “that an apartment, with bunks and a 
tuble, about like the present steerage, be provided 
in a suitable place, where the petty officers can 
have some degree of privacy, rest and sleep when 
off watch and keep their clothes decently. This is 
more important than increased pay, for it is a well- 
known fact to officers of the Eogineer Corps that 
the reason why the very best mechanics rarely 
serve wore than one cru is on account of this 
v lack of accommodation.” 

‘The best men should be procured and trained and 
educated for work on our modero vessels. A small 
force should be formed and quartered on some ves- 
sel on the Atlantic Coast, where it could receive 
constant p ce, and whenever a ship is fitted out, 
temporarily transferred to her, forming a nucleus 
for fire room force, and every vessel fitted with 
forced draft appliances should be made to cruise, 
under forced draft entirely, until the men are thor- 
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oughly accustomed to it and are able to get the 
full power out of the boilers. 

Attention is again called to the im ect method 
adopted in assigning men to the engineers’ force on 
board ship. andin fixing the ratings of such men. 
The addition of the blacksmith aud coppersmith to 
the engineer forve on all the new vessels is asked 
for. Fivally, it is earnestly recommended that the 
whole subject of the number and kind of men 
to be allotted to the engineers’ force of our new ves- 
sele, together with their enlistment and training, 
be refer:ed to a board of engineer officers. The 
question 1s vita', and one that needs expert know- 
ledge for its decision. 

“If these important subjects are broadly treated, 
and in time, the emery A may be spared the dis- 
grave of possible defeat, due to the ivefficient or in- 
sufficient performance of the engineer department 
of its war vessels, and will certainly avoid the need- 
lese expenditure of a cunsiderable sum of money.” 








BUREAC OF CONSTRUCTION AND REPAIR. 


Tue Chief of the Naval Bureau of Construction 
and Repair, Theodore D. Wilson, in his anoual re- 
port presents a very complete account of the pres- 
ent condition of our —y* The iwportance of 
building up Government shipyards, as well as of 
fostering private establishments, is dwelt upon, and 
itisrecommended that the Navy-yards at Boston 
and Portsmouth be immediately fitted up for build- 
ing steel vessels of war. The list of serviceabie 
wooden vessels is rapidly diminishing, and within 
the coming nine years they will all have passed out 
of service. 

More than one-half of the appropriation for the 
current year was necessarily expended within the 
first three months, $3,510,057 on the pew steel ves- 
sels. The bulk of the work of repairs of vessels 
will bave to be stopped by December, pending Con- 
gressional action on the deficiency, that money 
enough may be retained to pay the regular expenses 
of the Bureau at home and abroad tor the balance 
of the fiseal year. Thousands of dollars bave been 
expended in the testing of protective and anti-foul- 
ing paints and compounds, with results which give 
but little encouragement to further experiments, 
and a strong argument is presented in favor of 
sheathing and coppering the steel vessels. 

lt 1s earnestly recommended that some action be 
taken by the Department looking to the reclaiming 
of single turreted monitors from their present woree 
than useless condition. This will cost $311,000 for 
construction and $94,000 for steam engineering. 

The Bureau Calls spevial attention to the embar- 
rassmepts that have resulted from the method of 
limiting the cos! of vessels of authorized type, 
which seems to have been adopted by Congress in 
legislation for increase of the Navy. 

he report contaios‘a very complete accountof the 
work now in progress for rebuilding the Navy, and 
illustrations of the new vessels accompany it as pre- 
sented to the Secretary. In conclusion, the Chief 
Constructor says: 

“ With the completion of the vessels now building 
and appropriated for, the United States will possess 
10 armored vessels, 13 eingle-turreted monitors, 21 
steel cruisers or gunboats, 2 dynamite cruisers, a 
practice sruiser for cadets, an armored ram, 1 first- 
claas torpedo-boat, ani 7 iron steamers. 

“The work of rebuilding the Navy is progressing 
very satisfactorily, and the results accomplished 
during the past six months are sufficient guaranty 
of the purpose of the Department to sdvance the 
work with the utmost rapidity, and of its evergy 
and success in the performance of the task. During 
this time an armored coast defence vessel has beeu 
contracted for, 3 cruisers of 2.000 tons displacement 
are bow under advertisement, 2 cruisers of 3,000 tons 
displacement have been ordered built, advertise- 
ments are about to be issued for the construction of 
2 cruisers of 1,050 tons displacement, a practice 
cruiser of 835 tons displacement will be advertised 
in about six weeks, and an armored ateel cruising 
monitor 3,130 tons displacement in abont eight 
weeks. The vessels already under contract and 
building at Navy yards are progressing favorably, 
and some are rapidly nearing commis. The pro- 

made upon the armored cruiser Maine, at the 
Nav -yard, New York, deserves special mention, 
and is very creditable to that Yard. 

“The Yorktown 1s now in commission, and the 
Charleston, Baltimore and Petrel have bad success- 
ful trials, and are now awaiting formal acceptanve. 
it will thus be seen that, as far as lays within its 
power, the Department is vigorously eadeavoriug 
to satisfy the popular demand and establish a Navy 
a = the United sate and commensurate 
with its importance as a maritime power. 

For the aan fiscal year $2 216,492 is asked in 
addition to $4,000,000 appropriated for the increase 
of the Navy. This repurt is a very interesting and 
valuable document, dealing, as it does, so largely 
with the subject of our new N avy. 








DROPPING OF THE MUZZLE. 
To the Editor of the Army and Navy Journal: 

Tre following is suggested az a possible cause of 
the dropping of the muzzles of the Enoglish 110-t»n 
built-up guns: The chase of this gun is pot only 
very long, but of great weight, to which the lever- 
age gives enormous wer. if such a eun be sub- 
jected to the heat of the sun in a bot climate the 
top is first heated, which meaus extension of the 
top beyond that st bottom, thus bending down the 
muzzle. At the same time, the outer hb are first 
heated, = “lose their grip,”’ aided in this 
by the weight everage. 

When the gun cools this process is reversed, the 
weight holds the muzzle down, while the outer 
hoops first cool, contract, and “nip,” thus fixing 
the deflection, and of cou:se permanentiy. This 
may he very sligbt indeed; but, repeated day after 
day and month after month, ‘t must in time become 
very considerable, and very soon ruin the gun 
entirely. 

This A a reasonable statement of the natural ac 
tion of expansion and contraction uuder the condi} 
tions existing, as produced by alternating heat and 
cold, and if true, as is no doubt the case, either sarge 
built-up guns are impracticable, or ~~ mut 
entirely removed from such pernicious influences, 
and kept indoors out of the sun, in an equable 
temperature, in order to preserve their ey e

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THE WAR DEPARTMENT. 
ANNUAL REPORT OF SECRETARY PROCTOR. 

Tux Secretary of Warin his annual report pre- 
sents the following comparisons of expenditures for 
1888-59, appropriations for 1889-90 and estimates for 
1890-1:

The 1eport consists mainly of asumming up of 
the subordinate reports, with recommendations 
eoncerning them, which show that they have re- 
ceived from Secretary Proctor intelligent and care- 
ful consideration. As to Gen. Schofield’s recom- 
mendations on the reorganization of the artillery, 
making seven regiments instead of five, und drop- 
ping tbe additional 1st lieutenants, he says: 

“IT fully concur ino bis recommendation and deem 
it very important that autbority for these new regi 
ments should be granted. Whether one or both of 
these new regiments may not be of colored men is 
wortby of consideration. Their record for good 
service is excellent. They would seem to be especi- 
ally well adapted for service at some of the seacoast 
fortifications and the discipline and instruction re- 
ceived would benefit them and be a puplic good.” 

The ratio of one man out of every 1,105, or one 
eleventh of one per vent., which the Army bore 
to the population in 1870. is now reduced to one to 
every 2,569, or one-twenty-fifth of one percent. The 
Secretary believes that we shouid adopt the three 
battalion organization, as all other powers have, ex 
cept Persia and China. “The necessity for this 
formation in the infantry is even greater than in the 
cavalry and artillery, where it has long been the 
rule. The reason for the change, always strong, has 
now, in view of the greater deployment necessary 
because of the improvements in small-arms, be- 
come imperative.”’ 

Attention is called to Gen. Schofield's views as to 
lineal promotion through lower grades without re- 
commendation. Gen. Sherman’s adverse opinion is 
also referred to. A system of examination for promo- 
tion is, however, proposed, which will, in the opin- 
ion of the Secretary, removea principal objection to 
the system Gen. Schofield proposes. 

“ A system of non-competitive examinations with 
well-defined limitations is founded on good sense 
and supported by our own experience, as well as 
that of those countries where the efficiency of a 
standing army is beld tn the highest possible esti 
mation. I would call especial attention to the re- 
marks of my predecessor upon tbis subject in bis 
report for 1888. The examination sbould beso broad 
in its application as to require the officer to show 
affirmatively that he is qualified for the promotion 
he seeks. It should not, of course, be a mere book 
examination, but should give full credit to an offi- 
cer’s record for practica) efficiency aud usefulness 
in the service, thus avoiding danger of injustice to 
those who may have come in from the volunteers or 
from the ranks.” 

The recommendation that the retired list be 
thrown open is concurred to this extent: 

“In view of the fact. however, that the present 
exigencies of the case can be met by an extension 
of the limit, and that there is reasonable ground to 
suppose that it would also proviue for the future, [ 
refrain from recommending so radical a change, 
but do recommend that the limit be extended to 450, 
or that an act be passed autborizing the special re- 
tirement of notto exceed 50 officers. If it is ob- 
jected that the list is already large, it should be re- 
membered that the act of July 28, 1866, expressly 
provided that a Jarge pumber of the original vacan- 
cies in the Regular Army should be filled by officers 
who had been wounded in the volunteer service. 
Many of these have since been placed on the limited 
retired hst, and, indeed, of the tull 400, the record 
sbows that 375 were in the Service during the War 
of the Rebellion. Ninety-one would bave been now 
on the unlimited list by reason of age, leaving only 
about 300 justly chargeable to the limited list.”’ 

To correct the impression that desertion is on the 
increase, a comparison of desertions to enlistments 
is given instead of to the total strength, as showing 
more correctly the true state of the case: 1883— 
39.7+ per cent.; 1884—36.9+ ; 1885—34.9+ ; 1886—30.1+; 
1887—28.6+; 1888—30.8+; 1389--29.3+. 


“Investigation does not disclose that ill-treatment 
prevails to any appreciable extent. That it has 
existed io some degree, and especially at the begin- 
bing of the service in recruiting barracks 1s a fact; 
but it bas been the exception. Ill-considered and 
thoughtless treatment is quite as bad. The employ- 
ment of enlisied men in ordinary labor undoubted- 
ly creates discontent. This element of the Service 
can not be wholly removed, but recruits should be 
made fully acquainted witb its existence.” 

* Unnecessary reatraint should be removed and 
the suldier’s life in post be made as comfortable and 
pleasant as possible. The omeaty is a natural 
unit of military organization, apd in our pr+sept 
service oftentimes the only possible one. * Every 
captain sbould be to bis company asa father, and 
should treat it us bis family, as bis children.’ A 
ebeck roll call bas recentiy been substituted for 
tattoo, -o thut men are po longer required to turn 
outat 9p m.in cold or storm. It 1s believed that 
the establisnment of canteens, which will soon, to 
a great extent, take the place of the post trader’s 
store, wiil be sulutary. 

“Lt is a question whether the location of recruit. 
ing offices io or near large cities secures the best 
material,and tbe subject of regimenta! recruiting 
has been considered. As an e<periment, the De- 
partment has authorized the Ilih Infantry, which 
now occupies a number of posts in northern New 
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York, to do its own recruiting in the towns and vil- 
lagea within convenient reach of its respective 
stations. The Department will, as far as possible, 
assign recruits from one section to the same com- 
pany or regiment.” 

“The distanve between the highest grade of non- 
commissioned officer and the commissioned officer 
is great, fartoo great in my judgment. It would be 
wisdom to decrease that distance. In so far as the 
question is an administrative one, the Department 
must continue to meet it experimentally, correct 
ing abuses where found to exist, and instituting in- 
novations if necessary. It is but just for me to say 
that the commissioned officers are in earnestin their 
devire to correct this evil, and are giving to its solu- 
tion their hearty efforts. Toa considerable extent, 
however, the remedies lie with Congress, and | sub- 
mit the following recommendations: 

**(1). Make the pay of non-commissioned officers, 
of roared cavairy, and artillery, the same as now 
establisbed by law for like grades in the Engineers. 
More brigbt and ambitious young men might be 
thus induced to enter the Service. 

**(2). Give the soldier an opportunity to so im- 
prove himself that when he leaves the Service he 
may be better fitted for civil life than when be 
entered it. Post schools should be established 
where not only instruction by lessons and lectures 
should be given in matters pertaining to military 
service, but also in the elementary branches of 
mathematics, science, mechanics, surveying, en- 
gineering, drawing, etc. All officers are qualified 
to supervise or do this work. It would have no 
terdency co relax discipline, but would establish a 
new relation between the company officers, espe- 
cially the subalterns, and enlisted men, that would 
be beneficial to both, and be!lp to remedy some of 
the evils of the present military admiuistration. 
Something has already been done in this direction, 
and several schools bave been established. Officers 
who have served on college detailare e*pecially 
fitted for this work. Butan appropriation is neces- 
sary for books, apparatus, scbool rooms, etc., in 
— to give opportunities for a fair trial of the 
plan. 

(3). Authorize re-enlistments for one or more 
years at posts where a soldier is discharged. A man 
will sometimes re-enlist for ashort time when be 
will not for thefull term. If the Government is 
not subjected to the cost of transportation and in- 
struction, the great objection to short terms of ser- 
vice 1s removed. Men re-enlisted for a short term 
would not desert. 

* (4). Make acodeof punishment suited to times 
of peace, which is less arbitrary but more certain. 
Tbe variableness of Courts-martial and the great 
disparity of punishments prevailing in the different 
military departments, destroy one of the most es- 
sential elements in the proper administration of 
any code of law, and its fickleness and instability 
are well culculated to and do invite petitioos for 
clemency. I recommend the revision of the Articles 
of War; and that provision be made for the punish 
ment or certain minor offences, under well defined 
restrictions, without tbe intervention of a Court- 
martial, and »ftentimes long precedent confinement 
in a guardbouse. 

“Other points which are strongly recommended 
by mauy prominent officers, and have much to 
commend them, are: Authorize enlistments for 
three years only, give the soldier in time of peace 
the privilege of purchasing his discharge under 
well-defined regulations, and retain some part of 
the soldier’s pay, which he forfeits by desertion. 
The attention of Copgress is invited to the recom- 
mendations of the Acting Judge-Advocate-General 
for permitting and directing the arrest of deserters 
by civil officers and otherwise rendering their cap- 
ture more certain and speedy. The Commissary. 
General reports that the new regulation secures to 
the soldier the whole ration, or its equivalent in 
other articles of food, thus removing a hitherto 
existing cause of complaint. It is a question 
whether the present fixed diet is sufficiently diver- 
sified, and whether it is best to compel the men 
themselves to provide that variety in diet zo im- 
portant to healtb. 

“The report of the [uspector-General contains 
much valuable information concerning the condi- 
tion of the Army and suggestions with reference 
thereto. lt is encouraging to note that he finds the 
tone and condition of the enlisted men tv have 
steadily improved. [ have been pleased to learn 
trom many sources that enlisted men as a class are 
deserving of much commendation, and that in 
searching fur faults to be remedied we often over- 
look the general intelligence and devotion which is 
their characteristic. This fact, however, only en- 
forces upon us our duty to give prompt and careful 
consideration to suggestions madein their behalf. 
The most perfect military instruction 1s impoasi- 
ble with our depleted and skeleton organization. 
It appears, however, that the summer camps of the 
troops have added much to the efficiency and thor- 
oughness of their instruction in large bodies. I'he 
Service schools at Forts Riley. Leavenworth, and 
Monroe are doing excellent work. [concur in the 
revommendation of the Lnspector-General that his 
corps be enlarged on a permanent basis, and believe 
that it should be done even, if needs be, by the re- 
duction of some other corrgs.” 


THE MILITARY ACADEMY. 


“The Military Academy is a peculiarly national 
institution, and its history is most intimately blended 
witb the greatest achievements of the nation. The 
Board of Visitors well say that ‘it belongs to the 
people, and it deserves the love, admiration and 
confidence of the ple.’ Although generally in 
most excellent condition, even its simpler wants are 
deserving of painstaking attention. An interesting 
paper by Gen. Lew Wallace accompanies the report 
of the Board looking to an enlargement of the scope 
of the Academy's usefulness. While not prepared to 
make apy specific recommendations in the line of 
the suggestions contained in his paper, it is yet so 
full of valuabie inatter that 1 beg to call attention 
to it. [am convinced that the course is too short 
upvless the standard of admission is raised. All who 
are acquainted with the Academy agree that, tn 
order to do the necessary work of the course, the 
eadets are forced beyond a reasonable degree. I 
should especially deprecate placing the standard of 
admis:ion above the degree of proficiency for which 
eur public schools qualify. Such a staodard would 





be unjust to poor boys who may be unable to pur- 
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sue special preparatory course:, and equally unjust 
to the Academy itself, which finds its best material 
among them. A preliminary course of a year has 
been suggested to better prepare cadets for the 
severe regular course. This, or some plan in the line 
suggested above, seems to be very much needed.”’ 


NATIONAL GUARD. 

“The Sediepine and efficiency of the National Guard 
is universally commended. It was evidenced by 
their appearance at the Centennial Celebration in 
New York, April 30 last, and the promptness and 
celerity with which their concentration was 
effected. Of their value as a reserve military force, 
and an essential element in auy feasible scheme of 
coast defences I treat elsewhere. Asan educational 
institution also it deserves encouragement and sup- 
port. 

“I know of no manner in which a generous ap- 
propriation can be more advantageously employed 
to provide against future military contingencies, 
and believe that the current appropriation should 
be increasea. The plan of placing a small force of 
the regular Army with the militia of the different 
States in their encampments, as suggested from sev- 
eral sources, appears to me an admirable one. 

* Military insiruction in colleges beara much the 
same relation to the military resources of the 
country as the educational features of the National 
Guard.” 

The subject of establishing a uniform system of 
instruction is now under consideration. The In- 
spector-General’s recommendation thatthe names 
of honor students be inserted in the Army Register 
is referred to. 

‘There can be but few appointments from civil 
life to the Army, as the laws now stand. If the re- 
commendations either for the re-organization of 
the artillery or the infautry, or for the relief of the 
limited retired list, are favorably acted upon, quite 
a number of secoud lieutenants will be required. 
The greatly increased efficiency of the National 
Guard and the awakened interest taken in it through- 
out tbe country has 1oduced many of our promising 
youvg men to join it. To give these young mena 
chance to gain a commission in the Army would be 
a proper recognition aud encouragement of that 
organization. Military training is also a feature in 
many of the colleges and schools, so that there can 
be po difficulty in securing excellent material if the 
proper measures are taken to select it. From these 
sources | recommend that second lieutenants se- 
lected from civil life be appointed upon some proper 
system of examination.” 

As one argument in favor of seacoast defence, the 
Secretary says: 

* Once built, the cost of maintaining a thorough 
system of defensive works is comparatively small. 

he Major-General Commanding. in his report, esti- 
mates toat it will require only 8,700 wen for the gar- 
rison of defensive works in time of peace. This 
will be sufficient to care for the armament and serve 
as a nucleus for the instruction of the militia of the 
seacoast States, which must be relied upon to supply 
the men needed for defence in war, aud which he 
estimates at 87,000. It is very important that the 
opportunity for this instruction should be provided 
at once. They are now being trained and are quite 
efficient as infantry, light artillery and cavuiry. 
This has been the best that could be done. But it is 
not probable tbat their services will be required in 
large numbers in either of these arms, for we do not 
wish to invade any other country, nor is ours likely 
to be invaded by land. Drilled in handling beavy 
guns they will supply at a trifling cost the necessary 
reserve for the small regular contingent maintained 
in the defences. Skilled mechanics will seek a 
militia service, which will give them an opportun- 
ity to learn the machinery of modern heavy artil- 
lery. It offers to the National Guard of eur sea- 
board States a pew and attractive field for drill and 
study, and it 1s believed that they will take pride in 
training themselves to man the defensive works of 
their own ports, and will embrace the opportunity 
todo so as soon asit is offered. And there is no 
service in which meno untried in war have won such 
honors or are so safe a reliance as in the defence of 
fortifications pear their own homes.” 


OUR SEACOAST DEFENCES. 


As to seacoast defences Secretary Proctoi says: 

“The exposed condition of our seacoast requires 
no proof to show the necessity of defending it by 
any argument. I[ deem it quite as self-evident that 
if we are to have such works at all they should be 
begun earnestly and systematically at ouce. I sub- 
mit as a basis to start from that no time isto be 
lost in peas the capital of the country, the com- 
mercial metropolis on the Atlantic seaboard, and at 





least one port ontbe Pawific in the best possible - 


state of defepnte. How rapidly the work shall be 
varried on until it embraces every important vul 

nerable point from the St. John’s to the Rio Grande 
and the ports of the Pacific is the only question. in 
my view progress canuot be teo rapid. The Major- 
General Commandiog has given in detail the re- 
quirements in armament and men fer the Atlantic 
and the Gulf coast, aud Gen. Miles has devoted spe- 
cial attention to the defences of the Pacific and 
made an excellent report thereuvn. Not only does 
tbis subject demand attention now, but fortuaately 
our general prosperity points to the present as the 
auspicious time for pressing the work. 1 trust, there- 
fore, that Congress will make a liberal appropriation 
for this purpose. We are making excellent progress 
with our Navy, but it has no safe base for repairs 
and supplies or harbor of refuge in case of accident 
or disaster. It is impossible to overestimate the ser- 
vices it will render in encouraging and protecting 
our commerce. But however important it may be 
to carry our flag to foreign ports, to defend it in our 
own is imperative.” 

It is recommended that the Chief of Ordnance be 
authorized to procure supplies in small amounts by 
open purchase and that the Corps of Judge Advo- 
cates be provided with law books. The purchase of 
500 acres, about ten miles south of Omaha,'‘for aten 
company post is reported and the hanging up of the 
apprupriation of $160,000 to procure title to Fort 
Brown awaiting the further instruction of Con- 


gress, The inorease of the retired list will relieye 
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the Medical Corps of its present difficulties and its 
increase is deemed unwise. It is recommended that 
the Department be empowered to provide for reli- 
gious instruction at posts where there is no chap- 
lain, by the temporary employment of clergymen, 
and that an appropriation be made for that pur- 
pose. 

The changes in the system of recording avd re- 
porting upon records for pensions, etc., which has 
been described in full here is described in de- 
tail. As to the Rebellion Records, the Secretary 
says: 

“No more can be published during the fiscal year 
without a further appropriation. Fifty thousand 
dollars bas been asked for in the deficienvy esti- 
mate. If the means were now available ten more 
books migbt be published by July 1, 1890, as follows: 
Siege of Charleston and Mine Run, each two; 
Chickamauga and Chattanooga, each three. This 
will bring the work to the close of the year 1863. To 
complete it within the five years fixed by the Act of 
March 2, av annual appropriation of $200,000 will be 
required. I think it is possible to shorten this time 
one year. This will oe in the interest of economy, 
and will give the survivors who made the record a 
year longer to study it. The Board is a capable one, 
ary Interested and earnest in their 
work.” 

As to the report of the Signal Officer, Mr. Proctor 
says: 

“I fully approve of the recommendation that 
greater attention should be given to instruction in 
military signalling, not only to the Army, but to 
the militia to some extent, aud trust that some 
method may be devised by which this can be done 
without interfering with the other duties of the 
corps.” 


The expense of the Soldiers’ Home has been §$20,- 
938.93 in excess of its current revenues, and, with 
the cost of improvements, its permanent fund has 
been reduced $86,477.72. That this condition of 
affairs, if continued, must ultimately lead to the 
destruction of the permanent fund of this valuable 
institution is apparent. Some action should be 
taken now,and what it shall be,in view of the 
above facts, demands the early attention of Con- 
gress. 

The recommendation that an Assistant Secretary 
be appointed is renewed.

THE MILITARY ACADEMY. 


THE aunual report of the Board of Visitors to the 
U. 8. Military Academy, which has just been made 
public, is au unusually important and interesting 
document. After thorough and repeated inspec- 
tions and close investigations of all the depart- 
ments of the institution, a sumber of important 
recommendations are made. The Board find that 
there exists a neceszity, in many cases urgent, for 
the construction of new buildings, and recommend 
a steam-heating plant for the riding hall 
and stable and an _ electric-light plant and 
telephone system. An increased capacity of the 
gallerses 1n the ridivg hall is urgently recom- 
mended. The vecessity for the improvement of the 
Academy band and for the construction of a much- 
needed practice room for the sameis emphasized. 
They recommend that the assimilated rank of first 
heutenant of infantry be conferred on the master 
of the sword, and that an assistant instructorio che 
gymnasium be allowed; also that the senior 1nstruc- 
tor in ordnance be allowed the pay of captain. The 
importance of furnishing a better ordnance equip 
ment is fully exhibized. 

The disadvantages of having vadets report at the 
Academy for admission in September is shown. In 
connection with the recommendations for im- 
provement of the riding gallery, the report says: 
“We claim that the style of riding taught at West 
Point is the most graceful, and, in practice, 
the best, taught in the world for Army 
purposea. Those who have heard comment abroad 
respecting West Point remember the inevitable al- 
lusion to the riding gallery. We approve the re- 
commendation for one more gailery, for the sake 
of economy of time and labor for man and beast. 
We hope for a new second gallery, and that it shall 
be modern and perfect, and completely surrounded 
by one tier, if not two tiers, of zalleries. Into that 
sbould be invited all visitors, and particularly for- 
eign visitors. When it is provided, and when spe- 
cial and exclusive horses are added, as anotner 
sub-committee asks, we confidently hope and ex- 
pect that therein will be shown a theory and 
method of equestration which can pnot-be die- 
countedinany military riding academy in the world, 
or by any Arab, Turk, or whatever horseman, soi- 
dier or citizen, who rides the noblest animal in crea- 
tion,” 

Passing from the subject of improvements to 
buildings and grounds the report says: ‘*‘We have 
faith that the results are now just what that writer 
then said they were. West Point makes scholars, 
as do also other schools, but the Military Academy 
differs from other schools in that it adds discipliae 
to scholarship, It is the aim to produce officers 
who are able to use their knowledge under differ- 
ent circumstances, and to pul that intelligence in 
motion at the will of those who have the right to 
command. The graduated cadet is an officer 
who commands, as well as obeys, and is made all 
the _ a commander through his habit of obedi- 
ence. 

A recommendation of the sub-committee that the 
course of physical culture be continued througb- 
out the entire four years, that a swimming tank 
be provided and that an assistant instructor . cav- 
airy tactics and horsemanship be provided is in- 
dorsed by the full board, which, however, expresses 
the regret that more time cannot be found ia which 
to drill the cadets in the use of and teach them more 
about the English language. Continuing on the 
subject of languages the report says: “The four- 
year course is already crowded, and we cannot 
identify the space into which it is possible to teach 
more, of even, the Koglish.-,The officer ought to 
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know, at least, something of French and Spanish, 
but if either or both of these tongues are to com- 
pete with English we unhesitatingly give our pre- 
ference to the Jast. Wedo not think they need to 
conflict.” Retain the French and Spapish, but not 
at the expense of the Eaglish. We do not advise 
definitely as to the adoption of Latin in theaca 
demic course, or its requirement from those who 
apply for admission. 

The Board bears witness to the good morals in the 
Academy, which are the understructure of all wor- 
thy schools. Tbe Academy is unsectarian iu an 
honest sense. [ft conserves the quality and extent 
of conscience and conviction which were the invisi- 
ble but valuable property of the cadet candidate 
when he arrived al West Point. The cadet is left to 
his uwn religious and ecclesiastical trend. 

The Board favors the appointment by the Presi- 
dent of cadets “atlarge” to fill vacancies at the 
Acad+my in instances when both the cadet and 
alternate nominated by Congressmen fail. They 
say they would also be glad to see the President iv- 
vested with authority to appoint ten cadets yearly, 
instead of ten in each quadrennium, and, in addi- 
tion, and to make a place for a stated sufficient 
number of Army and Navy officers’ sons. 

Tbe Board beartily favors competirive examina- 
tion, in lieu of direct appointments, for admission. 
lo refutation of the claims that the tests for admis- 
sion tothe Academy are too exacting, the Board 
submits asa part of their report copies of some of 
the examination papers. In their opinion the 
course is not too severe if the cadet bas had proper 
preparatory training. 

By a vote of the Board an interesting paper favor- 
ing for our own Army a system of schools like those 
in use in Germany, Austria, England, and other 
European countries, wherein the enlisted man is 
taught the common branches, prepared by Gen. 
Lew Wallace, waz authorized to be published in the 
repurt, without, however. > A recommendation 
being made in it on the subject by the Board. 





Gen. Lew Wallace advocates the extension of the 
West Point system tothe whole Army. He says: 

“Gen. Grant said the number of cadets ought to 
be raised to 1,000. The opinion of the wisest soldier 
of bis day leaves little room for debate except as to 
how the addition should be made, and to what ex- 
tent. It is very remarkable that of a people martial 
1D spirit as any in the world the youth most desira- 
ble for soldiers cannot be induced io the present 
siatus of the Army to enter its ranks. Of the many 
reasons for this circumstance one must be given—as 
a rule enlistment is the end of social standing. To 
cure this evil every inducement to become a cadet 
—certainly of advanced education, hope of commis- 
sions, elevation socially—sbould be offered. 

** Tne proposition is not to — West Points, 
but simply to exteud the system of education and 
discipline to the whole Army. In that particular 
every fixed post in the country, new or hereafter to 
be established, might be converted into a military 
academy. The company officer 13 the true instruc- 
tor for his men. Indeed, given the right kind of 
men, if aa officer should protest against the duty he 
should at once be suspected of incapacity and dis- 
posed of by retiracy.” 

Gen. Wailace euumerates 14 essentials to the pro- 
posed re-establishment, among them the following : 


1, A term of enlistment for five years. . 

2. Courses of education similar to those at the Academy. 

8. Company officers persona! instructors of the mea. 

4. Heavy penaities for humiliating personal treatment ot 
enlisted men by officers, such as subjecting them tv menial 
service or to Manual labur not strictly within the limit of 
bovorable duty, 

5. Selections of a hmited number (say 300 or 500) of en- 
listed men at the end of their fourth year of service for 
tranefer to West Poiot, there to undergo a course uf final 
instruction extenJiog through the fifth year, the selection 
to be from the entire body of fourth year men, according 


to merit. 

6. All enlisted men not chosen for the final course at the 
Academy to be discharged at the end of the fourtk year. 

7. Com missi to fill vacancies in the lowest grade to be 
issued atthe end of the tifth yearto the men of the best 
standing and greatest genera! proficiency, all other modes of 
origional appointment to the Army to be abolished. 

8. Men who fail to receive commissions to receive diplo- 
mas and be discharged. . 


The General thus sums up the results of the sys- 
tem be proposes: * Giving three officers to each 
company of 100 men,a calculation, upon the by- 
pothesis of an annual discharge of 3.000 soldiers. 
can be easily made of the supply of commissioned 
officers furnishable by the new system. ln a mar- 
veilously short period there would be officers ready- 
made for a million men. In the next place the 
popular dream of a democratic army is nonsense. 
Discipline implivs déspotism, It is not idle, bow- 
ever, to talk of an army democratic in personnel 
and sentiment. The retiracy of educated soldiers 
in the walks of civil life would, it is believed, ac- 
complish this end. Certainly the present system 
does not contribute to it. The foregoing is uot 
aimed as a blow at West Point. If one thinks other 
wise the repty oight to suffice that the Army of the 
United States is nota wy kept for the amusement 
of anybody.” - * 

The Board in conclusion says: ** The United States 
Military Academy at West Point belongs to the 
people, and it deserves the love, admiration, and 
confidence of the people.” 








THE COMPANY FUND. 
To the Editor of the Army and Navy Journal : 


Ll wotrogz a disposition to bave the company fund 
limited to $50 or $100. This was tried some years ago 
and found detrimental, the companies having to 
lose the surplus amount by turning it over to the 
A. G. or wastefully expending the amount for un- 
necessary articles to get rid of it. There are times 
when a company having wild game or large amount 
of vegetables, etc., or large receipts from the can- 
teen and post funds will have en amount more than 
necessary, for the time being, but with the prospects 
future large disbursements to occur, such as the 
purchase of the winter’s supply of vegetables, etc., 
or against the time of going into the field where the 

urchase of supplies will be very high, if they can 

obtained at all. it is necessary for a company 
commander to make due provisions for such future 
emergencies, and always keep a fair amount on 
band, so he may supply his men with requisite neces- 








sities as occasion may require. Also, when troops 
are moving from station to station, extra supplies 
have to be purchased. It is not right for a company 
eommander to stint or deprive his men of proper 
additional substitutes to their rations, while the 
fund will admit of them, for the were purpose of 
saving and ino:dinately increasing it; but [do not 
believe that any commander does such a thing. if 
there should be it would be a proper subject for in- 
vestigation and ceasure. The control of the fund is 
and ought to bein the hands of tne yy | com- 
mander and his judzment is superior to any limita- 
tions that-can be poaned upon it, or else he is not 
fitted to occupy his position. A CAPTAIN. 








THE ADJUTANT GENERAL'S REPORT. 
To the Editor of the Army and Navy Journal: 


lr must give every officer of the Army great 
pleasure to note the many excellent recommenda- 
tions of General Kelton, and no one can read bis 
report of this year without being struck with its 
clearness and justice and the great and careful dili- 
gence displaved in its elaboration. The recommen- 
dations as to canteens, bands, syeeme, in- 
creuse pay for non-commission officers, extra 
aw A and clerical duty, are all excelleat and most 

mely. 

Officers who believe in regimental recruiting and 
the localization of regiments will not think that his 
recommendations as to the racruiting service are 
on the most promising lines of improvement. But 
po one can doubt the sincere intent of the Adjatant 
General to give us the besi result under the system 
as it staoda, 

As to the cause of desertion in the Army, “ being 
almost wholly one of administration,” | must for 
myself alone, with all possible deference, express a 
doubt. I do not believe that desertion in the Army 
ig an unmixed evil, or even that the large number 
of desertions prove conclusively tbat there must be 
“something rotten in the State of Denmark.” Is it 
not true, that the Army is well rid of most of its 
deserters, und that no act of their military career 
bécame many of them so well a» the leaving of it? 
Ido pot profess thut my opinion on the subject 
is worth anything except in so far as it is b on 
personal and official knowledge. 

{on the 14tb Infantry, there were 29 desertions 
last year or 7 r cent. Of the number named, 
8, or possibly a few more, were believed to be, or 
known to be . If this bad been veritied in 
time, they would, of-course, have been dishonorably 
discharged. Seven or eight others were drunkards, 
pilferers and worthless characters, who were either 
run out by their comrades or who found the ser- 
vice unsuited to theic traits and habits. As to 
mong of them, in fact quiet a la~ge proportion, it 
was found after they bad left us, that they had con- 
tracted debts both to citizens and soldiers which 
they found it inconvenient to pay. 

Elia says that the class of men who borrow are 
much superior to the weak-minded men who lend, 
and in illustration one of our birds of passage 
showed bis floancial talents by contracting $400 of 
debts on a sergeant’s pay in three months’ time, 
The Government has no spevial reason to mourn 
his loss, but many citizens have, and among others 
the too confiding managers of a circus company. 

As to about half of our deserters, it is but fair to 
say that they were apparently good men,and I 
have no knowledge of the cause of their desertion. 
These desertions were a joss to the Government. 

Such men often desert from the dullness of the 
service, disappoiotment, the belief that they can 
make more money elsewhere, from love unrequited, 
or erratic affections, too bindiog in quality; too 
much work for the lazy, too little for the evergetic, 
and so on for quantity. But men rarely desert 
from discomfort or injustice. The Adjutant Gen- 
eral could, | think, have illustrated this by one 
more tabular statement, showing the comparative 
number of desertions at ts where there were 
many or few Court martial cases. At this post we 
bave had a large number, yet our percentage of 
desertions ia small. Since the leaving of a light bat- 
tery it has been rewarkably smal). And it seems 
safe to say, of the whole Army, that our desertions 
are pot greater in proportion to our strength than 
the pumber of men who break their contracts with- 
out cause 1n civil life, or who get up strikes upon 
favorable opportunity. 

The inference seems natural that our discipline is 
not strict. ln nineteen cases out of tweny men 
plead guilty. But we must have strict discipline, 
whether meno desert or not. 

When old Tarquin was asked how Rome should 
be governed, he gave an ebject lesson by striking 
off the beads of the tallest povpies. If our officers 
are held to a strict account, our discipline will be 
just and our administration good. If our soldiers 
are made to bristle with rights like ‘quills upon 
the fretful porcupine,”’ we cannot have. unqurs- 
tioning obedience in times of bardshbio, privation, 
apd danger. . T. M, ANDERSON.

VARIOUS NAVAL ITEMS. 


A MEDICAL Examining Hoard convened at the 
Navy Department on Nov. 29. The tollowing offi- 
cers constituted the Board: Medical Directors John 
Y. Taylor, Wm. T. Hord and David Kindleberger. 

THE Secretary of the Navy has approved the rec- 
ommendation of the Board on Orgauizatiou that no 
ebapge be made in the dress prescribed for chap- 
lains by the last paragraph of page 15, U.S. Naval 
Uniform Regulations of July 1, 1865. 

Tue work of improving the harbor at New Bed- 
ford will begin at once, under the supervision of 
Major Livermore. Five dredges will be employed 
betore the work is done, and much otber machin- 
ery. Some of the channels will be deepened and 
others stiaightened out, 

THE new United States life saving station built at 
Cuttybunk at a cost of $15,000 was inspected by sev- 
eral officers of the United States revenue marine 
service last Saturday. Added to the improved 
methods of the new station is the lifeboat of the 
Massachusetts Humane Society, making the secur- 
ity of this coast very near perfection. 

Tue Board—Naval Constructor Hichborn, presi- 
dent—recently appointed to examine candidates 
for admission to the Construvtion Corps of the 
Navy couvened at tbe Navy Department Nov. 26, 
Five candidates—Messrs. Cassidy, Frothingham, 
Hart, Havscom, and Dubosque, all draftsmen at 
present employea in the Bureau—appeared. A 
week or two wiil elapse before their examinations 
are concluded. 

THE regulations concerning working hours for 
the winter months at the Eastern Navy-yards have 
been modified as follows: Boston—From 7 A. M. to 
12 m., aud from 1 to 4 P. M.; with intermission of one 
hour at noon. Portsmouth, N. O.—Ffrom 7.30 a. mM. 
to12m., and 12.45 Pp. Mm. to 4.15 P.M.; with an ioter- 
mission of three-quarters of an hourat noon. The 
shortness of the days in those localities renders 
these changes necessary. 

AcTING REAR ADMIRAL WALKER was in Washing- 
ton the latter partof this week arranging several 
matters counected with the operations of the 
Squadron of Evolution before leaving this country. 
An attempt was made to connect his visit with a 
proposed change in the orders for the squadron, to 
go to Brazil instead of Europe, but there was not 
the slightest reason for such a conclusion, as will be 
exemplified by the departure of the squadron for 
Europe oo Tuesday next. 

A curious incident occurred during the passage 
of the Euphrates to Malta. During the middle 
wateh on Oct. 23 a crash was heard, followed by a 
fall of material upon the awning. On examination 
it was found that one of the glass balls at the 
masthead bad fallen, and amidst the broken glass 
was discovered a dead thrush, with its head severely 
cut and its breast-bone and one of its wings broken. 
The accident must have been caused by the bird 
being carried by the strong wind against the ball; 
but it 1s remarxable that so small a bird should 
have caused so much damage, as the ball was made 
of thick giass, and was eleven inches in diameter. 

A QueBEc despatch of Nov, 22 says: “ A scanda- 
lous affair occurred at the barracks here Sunday. 
lt appears that after dinner the commandant, with 
some.of his officers and a few vivilian members of 
the mess, settied down to a quiet game of poker. 
One of the civilians raked in the dollars in sucha 
way that made the officers open their eyes. Lieut. 
Bouverie detected him in the act of changing a 
card he held in his hand for another. Seizing him 
by the collar, he dragged him back from the table 
and drew out the concealed card, which he exposed 
to the whole company. A fight ensued and resulted 
in the civilian being ejected and formally expelled 
from the mess, but the commandant, Ool. D’Orson- 
nens, insisted on reinstating the civilian despite the 
indignant protests of the officers, who have no hope 
of redress frcm the Militia Department, as the cul- 
prit is a strong Conservative, an active worker at 
elections, and a staunch friend of the Minister, Sir 
Adolphe Caron.

All three of these men 
have gone into the service of ship building firms, 
who recognize their worth by paying them nearly 
double the salary allowed by the Government. 

THE proposition of Capt. D. Pratt Mannix, U. 8. 
M. C., that the marines should be depended upon to 
fight the secondary batteries of rapid tire and re- 
voiving cannon; that the men should be thoroughly 
drilled in the handling of these weapons, and that 
the officers should devote their attention to the 
study and improvement of arms of this class, is 
being considered by the Greer Board on Organiza- 
tion and Tactics, and, it isexpected, will be reported 
upon favorably. The proposition, as hitherto al- 
luded to in the JouRNAL, is to increase the number 
of enlisted men in the Marine Corps from 1,600 to 
2,000 or 2,500, and to establish a schoo! of instruction 
at the marine headquarters in Washington, where 
from 500 to 800 men and as many officers as could be 
made available would be stationed for drill and in- 
struction. The course at this school will include 
not only the present company drill, but with the 
increased number of men would admit of battalion 
drill fing both officers and men experience that 
woul be of great value in case of the marines from 
asequadron being landed together tor service on 
shore.

THE COWIE NAVAL BILL. 
To the Editor of the Army and Navy Journal: 


DuRING ibe past year frequent references have 
appeared in the Service papers to a new pay table 
for the Navy. While the rate of pay suggested for 
all officers is very enticing in the table in your issue 
of Nov. 23, the effect of the changes which accom- 
pany it, inthe number of officers in each grade of 
each corps, should not be overlooked by any who 
propose to advocate sucha bill. A simple calcula- 
tion will show that of the 78 line officers proposed 
in Mr. Cowie’s bill, 33 per cent. receive the pay of 
a lieutenant commander ora higher pay, while 67 
per cent, receive the pay of a lieutenant, or a lower 


ay. 
arf the 170 medical officers, 53 per cent. receive 
the pay of a lieutenaot commander, or a higher, 
and 47 per cent. only receive the lower pay. 

Of the 126 pay officers, 59 per cent. receive the 
pay of a lieutenant commander, or above it, while 
only 41 per cent. receive the lower pay. This ap- 
pears to be well arranged for the paymasters. 

Of the 300 engineers, 38 per cent. receive the 
higher rate of pay, while 67 per cent. receive the 
lower rate of pay. 

From another point of view, it looks like this: the 
line officers and engineers pa-s 67 per cent. of their 45 
years of seryice in the lower grades, below lieuten- 
ant commander, and only 33 per cent. in the higher 


grades. 

The medical officers pass 53 per cent. of the time 
of their service in the higher grades, and but 47 per 
per cent. in the lower grades. The Levy A officers pass 
59 per cent. of their years of service in the higher 
grades, and but 41 per cent. in the lower grades, 
Again, from this point of view, it looks well for the 
Pay Corps. 

In other words, the officers of the line and 
Engineer Corps spend most of their years of service 
in the lower grades, where they draw the lower 
pay, while the officers of the Pay Corps and Medi- 
val Corps spend most of their years of service in the 
higher grades, where they draw the higher 
pay. Where, it may be asked, is the justice ofa 
plan which gives equal pay to equal ranks and yet 
gives two corps long service with the higher pay 
and the other two long service with the lower pay? 
Further comment is unnecessary. This bill would 
not give satisfaction. W. T. SAMPSON.

Indirect expressions of opinion will, however, be 
of small value when the time comes for presenting 
to Congress the sense of the Service on the question, 
and verbal opinions, even though given directly, 
will not be in a proper shape for presentation. 
Written votes alone will carry with them sufficient 
weight for practical use. 

The question is too important to justify inaction 
on the part of any one. Silence, which gives neither 
assept por dissent in this case, is, to a degree, repre- 
hensible and no cause for it, whether it be difiidence, 
or indecision, or failure to appreciate the value of 
each single vote, or what not besides, cag be re- 
garded as a sufficient excuse. 

The untimely appearance in the field of another 
bill makes it all the more necessary that we should 
all put ourselves on record. A note or a postal card 
giving a vote, yes or no, on this bill spould be sent 
xt once to Paymaster Cowie, at the Torpedo Station, 
by every officer whose signature is not already iu 
his hands. Thus will each do his duty, in this par- 
ticular, to bimself and to bis comrades.

POST SCHOOLS. 
To the Editor of the Army and Navy Journal: 


Your editorial of Nov. 23, saying Fort Elliott's 
school for enlisted men is suspeaded for lack of 
suitable teachers, etc., may point a moral forthe 
War Department, but it 1s without points for the 
posts. There were schools for enlisted men law 
and orders before this year and before this Quar- 
termaster General; and if all officers had dore 
tLeir duty as enthusiastica!ly as Dr. Girard or Chap- 
lain Allensworth, there could be no question any- 
where of shuiting up a school for lack of pareree- 
nalia or suitable teachers. lLndeed such talk is thor- 
oughly unseemly. Whatever is necessary for the 
wen to knew under the law or to secure complete 
efficiency it is the evident duty of the officers to im- 
part it—of course, with every assistance they can 
get from the enlisted men, and it is their shame if 
they are not prepared, much more if they are not 
willing to give the required instruction. ow can 
it be said “there are uo suitable teachers” unless 
the officers are unfit to instruct their men? 

There ar’ s0 many excellent schools for enlisted 
men made by the personal exertions of individual 
otticers, that failure at any post now, only indicates 
that the responsible officer there is not willing to 
exert himself enthusiastically in giving this ia- 
struction or in seeing that it is given. 

Of course the system of supervision by the Adju- 
tant and Inspector Generals instead of the inspec- 
tors of post schools, like the inspectors of rifle prac- 
tice, failed before and must tail again, for these 
officers have no special interest in the mat- 
ter. Theirreputation will not be affected if the pees 
schools make a b: i/liant success as rifle practice has, 
or become a miserable failure as they did under the 
voluntary system. Indeed, under their many im- 
portant and pressing interests, posts schools are but 
a far away incident, which experience has shown 
cannot be brought close to their hearts more than 
an average of once a year. Buc that is ofcen enough 
to keep any one else from getting a bold of them 
who might made them a success. 

Speaking of post schools is a reminder that a 
lieutenant of every company is now teaching tac- 
tics in a treadmill fashion to attenuated classes at 
every post. A finer body of better paid teachers, 
showing less results from their labors, probably 
does not existim the world. Over and over they 
go the same infernal sound, teaching seasoned ser- 
geants by second lieutenants what has become 
second nature. It is self evident that these saine 
gentlemen, without the least additional, but only 
better directed and concentrated, effort could pro- 
duce results that would at once revolutionize 
the instruction of the enlisted men of the Army 
from that of day laborers, to the rivals of the beat 
now known in the engineers or abroad. Every en- 
listed man coming uader the progressive, instead 
of routine, instruction of such a body of educated 
gentlemen would acquire all the knowledge of his 
profession bis mind could hold. And there the 
duty of bis officers to him would cease, but not till 
then. And our former contentment with inferior 
results is only another illustration, like the lack of 
power in our regimental commanders, of the gen- 
eral demoralization existing in our Army from long 
continued disintegration. 

There was an excellent school for enlisted men 
taught by a captain and several lieutenants at 
Fort Monroe. The same number of officers would 
secu’ 6 equally creditable results at any other posts of 
the same size. ls doing this or doing nothing more 
creditable to the company officers and post cum- 
manders? The fifty officers detailed at colleges 
find a plentiful lack of text books; but the best 
among them accomplish much good work with lec- 
tures on the hektograph. Is it less becoming for 
officers to try their utmost to do as much for the 
men it is their first duty to command and improve 
in every way as soldiers and meu? Let us all 
do all we can and there will be less time or oppor- 
tunity to com of each other. Never was it 
give us to so rly see out duty, and never were 
we more capable of doing all our duty. Will we de 
it?

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THE NEW UNITED STATES FLAG. 
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No ac.ion has yet been taken by the War Depart- 
ment toward preparing the new union for the 
United States flag, necessitated by the addition of 
the four new States. It is more than probable, 
however, that the arrangement of the stars 
proposed by the Navy Department will be adopted, 
as there seems to be a prevailing sentiment among 
those of the Department who have discussed the 
matter in favor of but one design of the union for 
all branches of the Government. Besides, the ar- 
rangement of the Navy Department seems to be be- 
yond improvement.

THE COMING CONGRESS. 

In our next issue we shall be able to report the 
preceeding: of the first week of the first session of 
the 5ist Congress. Very little space, however, 
will be required for this purpose, for with tradi- 
tional promptness both Houses will proceed to do 
nothing but meet and adjourn every few days uatil 
after the holidays. The chief interest just now is 
concentrated in the choice for Speaker of the 
House. There are many candidates in the field, 
but the selection seems to rest between Messrs. 
Reed, of Maine, who served for a brief term as 
acting assistant paymaster in the Navy, and Mr. 
McKinley, of Ohio. The former at present leads 
in ‘he number of assured votes, but whether he 
or his chief rival will draw the most votes from 
the other candidates remuins to be determined at a 
eaucus meeting to be held on Saturday. 

After the selection of the Speaker, comes the 
appointment of committees. This is a task invo!v- 
ing great labor on the part of the new Speaker, 
and until it is completed no business will be trans- 
acted in the lower branch of Congress. It rarely 
happens that the committees are announced until 
after the holidays, and there is no indication of 
a departure from the rule this session. As to the 
composition of the Service committees, the only 
clue upon which a prediction can be based is in 
the members of last year's committees who were 
re-elected. Previous service has hitherto had much 
to do with the organization of new committees, 
members usually preferring to continue upon one 
class of committee work. 

Of the 14 members of last year’s Military Com- 
mittee 10 have been re-elected—six Democrats and 
four Republicans. All the latter, and$the majority 
of the former, will probably be on the new commit- 
tee. Representative R. M. Cutcheon, of Michigan, 
being the senior of the four Republican members, 
and having had long service on the committee, is 
the most probable selection for the chairman. The 
other three Republican members of the old commit- 
tee are Representatives Hitt, of Illinois; Rockwell, 
of Massachusetts, and Morrow, of California. 

Of last year’s Naval Committee nine members 
were returned to Congress—seven Democrats and 
two Republicans. The latter two—Messrs. Bou- 
telle, of Maine, and Harmer, ot Pennsylvania— 
will certainly be on the new committee; as will also, 
most likely, the former chairman, Mr. Herbert, of 
Alabama, and Messrs. McAdoo, of New Jersey, and 
Whitthorne, of Tennessee. In the light of Mr. 
Boutelle’s long service on the committee and recog- 
nized familiarity with naval subjects, his selection as 
chairman of the committee is very probable. There 
will be no material, if any, change in the personnel 
of the Senate Committees. 

The outlook for any great amount of Army and 
Navy legislation is uncertain, owing to the narrow 
margin between the two political parties in the 
House. Both parties, however, are favorable to the 
continuation of work on the new Navy and sea 
coast defences, and there is, consequently, good rea- 
son to anticipate liberal appropriations for these 
important purposes; bat the prospect for any im- 
portant special legislation affecting the personnel of 
either of the two Services seems no more encour- 
aging than during late years. 

The annual reports of the various Army and Navy 
officials indicate the many subjects that will be 
pressed for legislative action. Among the moreim- 
portant which will be especially advocated may be 
mentioned the following : 

Army—A three battalion organization for in- 
fantry; lineal promotion; reorganization of the 
artillery as proposed by Gen. Schofield; an increase 
of inspectors; an increase of limited retired list; 
examination for promotion; pay of non-commis- 
sioned officers increased; term of enlistment re- 
duced to three years; a new code of punishment 
provided for enlisted men; the establishment of 10 
company cavalry post at Lexington, Ky., and en- 
largment of post at Plattsburg, N. Y., to 10 com- 
pany infantry post; an increase in the militia ap- 
propriation; an increase in appropriation for sum- 
mer mancuvres of regular troops. 

Navy—The Cowie reorganization bill; increase of 
pay of ensigns; a new pay table for petty officers 
and seamen; a retired list for enlisted men; reor- 
ganization and increase of the Marine Corps; trans- 
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fer of Revenue Marine to the Navy; new sites for 


nhavy-yards. 


THERE can be no question about the justice and 
the wisdom of Major-General Schofield’s recom- 
mendation that promotions should be lineal from 
2d lieutenant to colonel in the several arms—cav- 
alry, artillery and infantry. The public sentiment 
in the Army demands it, and some even go so far 
as to hold that the law requires it, for it says 
(Section 1204, R. 8.): ‘ Promotions in the line 
shall be made through the whole Army in its sev- 
eral lines of artillery, cavalry and infantry, respec- 
tively.” But par. 22 of the Army Regulations 
declares that: ‘‘In the line of the Army, promo- 
tions tothe grade of captain will be made regi- 
mentally; to major, lieutenant colonel, and colonel, 
according to arm of service.” It is decided that this 
statute simply means that promotions shall be 
made within the branches of the Service of the 
respective officers, 7. ¢., that infantry officers, for 
example, shall be promoted in the infantry arm, 
and not out of that arm and into another arm; and 
that it does not modify the rule laid down in the 
Regulation, but is declaratory of the same. Section 
1204 is, indeed, not new law, but originates in a 
similar provision of s. 5, c. 108, Act of June 26, 
1812, viz.: ‘*‘From and after the passage of this 
act, the promotion shall be made through the lines, 
artillerists, light artillery, dragoons, riflemen and 
infantry, respectively, according to established 
rule.” The established rule was that contained in 
a regulation of May, 1801, which prescribed, among 
other things, that: ‘‘ Promotions to the rank of 
captain shall be made regimentally ”—precisely the 
language retained in the existing regulation! Of 
this regulation, therefore, Section 1204 is declara- 
tory of the original regulation of 1801.

THE long looked for report of the Board of Con- 
structors appointed to determine whether the Jexas 
will float has reached the Secretary of the Navy. 
The Board reports that she will, but the Secretary 
of the Navy has not accepted their recommendation 
as conclusive, for the Construction Bureau is still 
proclaiming the correctness of their adverse calcu- 
lations. They claim further thai tae abstract furn 
ished the Secretary by Mr. Bowles of the Board's 
report is not justified by the figures therein pre- 
sented. The Bureau has furnished another abstract 
and the two are now being considered. There have 
been six distinct calculations as to the displacement 
of tbis vessel as follows in tons:

The Bureau of Construction has settled upon its 
revised calculations by Naval Constructor Nixon as 
those for which it is responsible. Judge Advocate 
General Remey has been asked for an opinion as to 
this. The Board recommends over twenty changes 
in the plans of the ship, which will not materially 
alter her displacement, and even if their report is 
accepted asa final settlement of the disputed weights 
a prolonged controversy will hkely ensue over the 


proposed changes. 


THE annual report of the Secretary of the Navy 
will be made public on Monday, Dec. 2. None of 
the reports from the Executive Department will be 
received with more interest, for the eyes of the 
whole country are concentrated upon the New 
Navy, and there is a yery general desire to learn 
how far the policy of the previous administration is 
to be approved in details. With the aid of several 
boards, Secretary Tracy has endeavored to fit him- 
self for an intelligent presentation of the merits 
of the Service. If in a multitude of counsellors 
there is wisdom, he has by this time no lack of it. 
Liberal appropriations will be asked for to continue 
the work of rebuilding the Navy, and we shall 
learn the new Secretary’s opinion as to the best 
types of naval construction for our use. 














THE Army and Navy Gazette says: ‘There is 
some reason for believing that before long we may 
hear of a complete change in the naval programme 
of France. Admiral Krantz was known to look 
with disfavor upon some of the cruisers laid down 
in the régime of Admiral Aube, and M. Barbey, 
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who now succeeds him. is said to share his views. 
Anyway, it is mgnificant that almost on the same- 
day the Davout, a protected cruiser of 5,700 tons. 
displacement, is launched at Toulon, we hear that 
the building of her sister-vessel, the Suchet, also in: 
course of construction at the same port, is to be 
suspended. Two other vessels of the same desigo, 
the Chansy and Mogador, were countermanded last 
year. The reason is said to be that the ships are 
too short to afford adequate space for their ma- 
chinery.” 





In the report of Chief Constructor Theo. D. Wil- 
son, of the Navy, we have the story of the unfor- 
tunace hawse holes of the 7’renton, to which her 
commanding officer attributed her loss. It appears 
that in March of 1882a Board of Survey on this ves- 
sel was ordered at the New York yard, the president 
being Capt. L. A. Kimberly, U. 8. N., afterwards. 
rear admiral in command of the Pacific station, 
with the Trenton as his flagship at the time of the 
wreck. Four naval constructors were associated 
with him on the Board. A number of suggestions. 
had been made by Captain F. M. Ramsay, U.S. N., 
when in command of the vessel, and these were- 
referred to the Board, one of them being “the 
hawse-holes should be raised and the cables worked 
on the main deck.” The Board, in their report to 
the commandant of the navy-yard, New York, 
dated March 22, 1882, recommended * that the 
hawse holes be retained in their presen’ positions, 
as we find it impracticable to work the chain; on 
the gun deck without interfering with the guns.” 








THe dynamite cruiser Vesuvius bils fair to be- 
come the Dolphin of this administration. Every- 
body remembers the wrangle over the acceptance of 
the latter vessel; the severe tests to which she was 
subjected to ascertain her structural strength; 
the controversy that arose as to whether a partial 
acceptance of the vessel by one Secretary could be- 
over-ruled by another, and finally the decision of 
the Attorney General inthe affirmative. These facts 
are doubtless familiar to the present Sec- 
retary, who does not consider the action of 
Secretary Whitney in accepting the Vesw- 
vius in part as binding, and has informed the 
contractors for the ship that she must fulfil all con- 
ditions of the contract before she can be accepted. 
He requires that a shell containing 200 pounds. 
of dynamite or other explosive be thown at least 
one mile by each of the guns constituting the ves- 
sel’s armament; that she be subjected to a trial to 
demonstrate the capacity of her engines to develop 
8,200 collective indicated horse power. 





THuRsDAY of this week—Thanksgiving Day— 
was observed in the customary pleasant manner by 
the services—ample good cheer, and a cessation 
from all but actually necessary duty. 





TO SETTLE some controyerted questions resulting 
from the apparent conflict of Army Regulations 
(p. 169) and the eight-hour law, concerning extra 
duty pay, the Secretary of War has made the fol- 
lowing general decision on the subject: ‘‘ The Sec- 
retary of War is of opinion, as the law fixes the 
number of hours which constitute a day's labor, 
and the extra pay per day for soldiers employed on. 
extra duty, and as such soldier receives additioual 
extra compensation if he labors on extra duty for 
more than the number of hours fixed by law as a. 
day’s labor, that the correct method of computing 
the amount which shall be paid as extra duty pay is 
to keep a record of the number of hoars actually 
occupied in labor and to allow a day’s extra duty 
pay for each eight hours of actual labor per- 
formed.”

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ly a paper read before the American Society of 
Civil Engineers by R. E. Peary, amd published in 
their issue of August, Mr. Peary says of the Panama 
Canal: “This effect, however, soon wore off, and 
after a series of desperate financial moves to raise 
money last summer—among others a grand lottery 
scheme—the failure of the company to float an ad- 
‘ditional issue of bonds, even at a ruinous discount, 
gave the project its death blow, and after afew 
months of unavail'ng struggles, it collapsed finally 
and completely during the past winter, with obli- 
gations amounting to over $450,000,000, and after 
having spent some $250,000,000 in hard cash in the 
removal of some 50,000,000 cubic metres of material, 
about one-third the tetal amount. The laborers 
employed on the work have been sent home by 
their respeciive Governments, and the Panama 
Canal is a thing of the past. Asan engineering 
work it has not been especially interesting, none 
of the really serious engineering problems con- 
nected with its completion having been touched as 
yet. It is interesting, however, as showing the 
blind infatuation with which the ipse dizit of one 
man may be followed in the face of all facts and 
experience, and the results of beginning a great 
work without sufficient or accurate infor mativn. 
It may be taken for granted that the Panama Canal 
will never be completed.” Several months have 
since passed and nothing has occurred meantime to 
improve the prospects of the Panama Canal, if 
prospects it can be said to bave. 








A DINNER was given last week by members of the 
New York Bar to the lawyersattending the Marine 
Conference at Washington. In the course of his 
reply to a toast, Charles Hall, Q. C., of England, in 
reference to the Conference, remarked: “I believe 
we are doing good work.” (Applause). And he at- 
tributed that good work, not to the lawyers sitting 
in the conference, but to the noted men of the 
navies of the world who had been sitting in vouncil 
with the lawyers. He hoped that this conference, 
with the remedial changes which it had recom- 
met ded, might be the precursor of many improve- 
ments in the like direction,

Concerning the reports that the Drigzs-Schroeder 
rapid-firing gun patents have been sold to a foreigu 
country for $600,000, the inventors present the 
following as the factsin the case: Firs’, negotiations 
are pending with a foreign company for the sale of 
the foreign patents of the Driggs-Schroeder gun, 
the American patents remaining the property of 
this eomonny i second, numerous tests were made 
of the guns by the Navy Ordnance Bureau, and its 
merits fully and generously recognized in two sep- 
arate reports; third, the company has received sub- 
stuntial recognition from the U. 8. Government by 
an order for 20 guns from the Navy Department 
and one (experimental) gun from the War Depart- 
ment. The guns are now being constructed at the 
works of the Colt’s Patent Fire-Arms Manufactur- 
ing Company at Hartford, Conn. Large calibre 
guns with the Driggs-Schroeder mechanism are also 
ip course of construction at the Washington Navy- 
yard, while the War Department will probably 
apply the mechanism to a number of guns that will 
be built at the Watervliet Arsenal. In conclusion, 
the inventors of the Driggs-Schroeder gun and the 
Driggs Ordnance Company have no complaint to 
make, and have made no complaint, of the officials 
of this Government. On the contrary, they recog- 
nize the kindness invariably extended. 


In anticipation of a large order from the Navy 
Department, the Dupont Powder Works have se- 
cured the right to manufacture the brown, pris- 
matic and smokeless powders, the patents and pro- 
cesses of which are controlled by the Rothwell Co., 
of Germany. The negotiations were made through 
Mr. Krafttmeier, managing director of the London 
and Chilton Powder Co., of England, and upon the 
streneth of prospective orders from the Navy De- 
partment for large quantities of these powders, which 
the manufacturers have been encouraged to believe 
will be forthcoming. Concerning the efforts of the 
War Department to secure a smokeless powder, 
Gen. Benét says that within the past few weeks five 
or six varieties have been brought to his official 
notice by their ay reed inventors with a request 
to A them. The Geueral says the Department will 
furnish the arms and cartridges, and provide suit- 
able ranges and proving grounds whenever the 
powder makers provid3; the powder and pack the 
cartridges. So far none of them have done this. A 
verbal agreement to try the Ellsworth powder ur- 
der those conditions has been entered into with the 
inventor’s attorney and the authorities are now 
waiting for the delivery of the powder. The tests 
for small arms will be made at the Springfield Ar- 
mory and for field gunsat the proving grounds on 
Sandy Hook, 





Tne Russian Government has definitely adopted 
the Lebel rifle. The Minister of War demands a 
credit of 100,000,000 roubles for the purpose. Mean- 
while the Chinese Government bas decided to arm 
all the Chinese troops along the Russian frontier 
with re-peating rifles, and to hand over to the care 
of German officers the task of musketry instruc- 
tion. 





The Admiralty Gazette says: It is reported that 
one of the Victoria's guns drooped nearly two inches 
upon its own carriage, beyond the bend of rather 
more than half an inch, which it bad on being sup 
plied to the Victoria. This gun is said to have had 
steel filling pieces driven ito the openings which 
appeared on proving the gun at Woolwich Arsenal, 
but some of these filling pieces appear to have been 
jerked out on to the upper deck of the Victoria, 
which allowed the gun to drop between its trun- 
nions and muzzle so considerably as to be apparent 
to the naked eye.

In it history, biography, romance, adventure, 
philosophy, science, religion and poetry each 
contributes its share to a medley of good reading suf- 
ficient to satisfy all possible wants, skilfully set in 
order as it 13 by the ablest caterers to the public 
taste. With such an array of names as _ those 
of “Adler, Allen, Allison, Bellamy, Buck- 
ley, Barnard, Cable, Campbell and Coquelin; 
Dawes, Dickinson and Vau Dyke,” und so on to the 
end of the alphabet—we have a list of contributors 
which—subject to the preper discipline of compe- 
tent editorial control— must of necessity make 
& magazine interesting and valuable. The only 
trouble is that so much good reading tempts to too 
much reading; just as appetizing food tempts to 
over eating. We give the editors of the Century 
this warring, which will, we fear, be lost upon them, 
for they are irretocably devoted to the production 
of good literature. 


About the opening of the present century Sweden 
was the subject of what is known as the Gothic re- 
vival, that awakened the old Norse spirit and 
counteracted the influence of foreign sentiment, cen- 
tring in the Swedish court. Tegnvér, Geijer, Afze- 
lius, and others, sang of the ancient glories of Scan- 
dinavia; Ling and Almgnist endeavored to restore 
the ancient methods by which heroes bad been 
evolved, while Rudbeck sought for proof that Swc- 
den was the fabled Atlantis of Plato—the colonizer 
and civilzer of all other lands. Without going so 
far as this last enthusiastic Norseman, Paul Du 
Chaillu, ia his Viking Age, seeks to overthrow the 
argument which would establish Jutland, at the 
porthern end of the Cimbric Chersonesus, as the 
suurce of our Anglo-Saxon civilization. Study of 
the Icelandic Sagas, and Scandinavian archeology 
has convinced him that the Norse peninsula was, at 
@ much earlier day than has been supposed, the 
home of a vigorous race, far inadvance of the 
people surrounding it, in the arts of civiliza- 
tion, as well as of war. 

“During the last fifty years the History of the 
Northmen has been uneartbed, as 1t were—like that 
of the Egyptians, Assyrians, and Romans—by the 
discovery of almost every kind of implement, 
weapon, and ornament produced by that accom- 
plished race.” To them Mr. Du Chaillu traces our 
Anglo-Saxon culture and our Anglo-Saxon speech. 
Lord Brougham, in his account of a journey in 
Sweden in 1799, records the fact that he found that 
the speech of the Deleclarians, of whom Jenny Lind 
sang, and the most Swedish of Swedes, was uoticeably 
akin to hisown. Incidentally, ‘Thomas a traces 
the name of Tooley street to that of the Norwegian 
Saint Olaf—Saint Olave street, St. Oley street, Stoo- 
of street, Tooley street—thus completing the cycle 
of change from the sturdy Norse Saint, *‘ a true 
Worle Hero in all good senses,’ to the three-ninth’s 
portion of a man with whose fulmination Tooley 
street is associated in modern recollection. Mr. 
Du Chaillu makes out a strong case for his theory 
of an early Scandinavian civilization avd a Scan- 
dinavian origin for our Anglo-Saxon inheritance. 
His work is published in two handsome volumes by 
Charles Scribner's Sons, at tbe price of $7.50. There 
are altogether 1,364 illustrations of various sizes in 
the text, besides seventeen fac similes of old Norse 
manuscripts. To it the author has devoted sev- 
eral years of study and research, and it isa mon- 
ument to his industry and zeal, as weil as to the 
liberality of bis publishers.

THE WAR DEPARTMENT AND THE GUARD. 

THE report of the Secretary of Wai, of which we 
give a synopsis elsewhere, contains some recom- 
mendations concerning the militia, which are es- 
pecially worthy of attention. The importance of 
encouraging the State troops as an auxiliary arm 
of the National defence, is coming to be more and 
more recognized at Washington. We recall the dis- 
favor with which our own efforts in this direction 
were formerly received, and we may not unreason- 
ably claim that the change of sentiment, which is 
becoming more and more apparent, is due in a 
measure to the efforts of the Army AND NAvy 
JoURNAL—first to improve the;National Guard in 
morale, and in its conception of military duties, and 
next to win for them the favor and support of the 
General Government and finally to bring them into 
more intimate relations with the Regular Army, 
for the encouragement and improvement of both. 
The Army and the National Guard have had and 
should continue to have a reciprocal influence upon 
one another, and in every way strive to cultivate in 
peace those relations of concord and co-operation 
which it is inevitable that they should sustain 
to each other in time of war. lt was not the offi- 
cers whose prejudices prevented them from appre- 
ciating the value of volunteers whorose to high 
rank and command during our Civil War, but 
those who were the most prompt to themselves 
enter the ranks of tbe volunteers. We do not over- 
estimate the value of citizen soldiers, but in this 
country we can have no vther in large numbers, nor 
do we under-estimate the value of training and the 
distinctly inilitary habit of thought and action; but 
we kpow that nothing so cultivates these as 
the attempt to train :awtroops. It is only through 
their relations with the National Guard that regular 
officers can hope toapply the principles of their pro- 
fession upon a large scale; it is only through such 
relutious to the professioual soldiers that our State 
troops cun leurn the importance of these principles.

A TRIBUTE TO THE VETERANS. 


SPEAKING of veterans of the National Guard, the 
Rev. Chaplain Maynard, at arecent military din- 
ner, among other things, said: “I cannot look’at 
the soldiers’ faces that are around me without re- 
membering what an amount of drill and prepara- 
tion you have all had, and, consequently, what a 
ripe knowledge of military experieuce most of you 
must possess. [t is useless to prophesy about the 
future, but no one can say, when a highly-trained 
organization of military men, such as the veteran 
citizen soidiersa, muy not be needed. In large cities 
social hfe varies; the best can only be often- 
times obtained by joining a good regiment; men 
form attachments on the common ground of mutual 
self-respect, and the result 1s that the memories and 


friendships of old National Guardsmen cease only 
with the sbadow of tne tomb. Tae happiest and 
holiest recollections to all are their college remin- 
iscences and school days. It isthe Auld Lang Syne 
of hallowed memories: but change is constant, 
and it needs just such an orgaaizauion to keep in 
ecurity the priceless heirlooms of regimental life.’ 
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BRITISH LONG RANGE VOLLEY FIRING. 


Gen. Str Evetyn Woop. of the British Army, bas 
issued the report of some experiments in long range 
volley firing at unknown distances by regular 
troops at Aldershot, Eag., last month. The object 
consisted of two duinmy guns with eight gunners, 
and each regiment used 120 marksmen to fire, in 
four sections of 15 files, five vollevs each. The 2d 
Roya! Scots, elevating at from 1,100 to 1,125 yards, 
the actual distance being 1,265, made enly two hits 
on guns and seven on gunners, or 1.77 per cent. of 
shots fired; and ten shots were found on dummies 
150 yards in front of guns. The 1st Devon, elevat- 
ing for 1.000 yards (the distance being 1,070), made 
no bits op the guns, but 11 on the gunvers, or 1.83 
per cent.; 22 hits being made on dummies 150 yards 
in front. The elevation used by tine Ist Kine’s Rifles 
for an object 830 yards distant was from 600 to 690, 
the result being one bit on a gun and three on gun- 
ners, or 0.66 per cent.; and no fewer than 62 bits 
were found on the dummiesin front. Sir Evelyn 
Wood considers the result—1.40 per cent. of hits for 
the rounds fired by the three regiments—points to 
the necessity of more careful and frequent practice 
in range finding. The direction of the fire was good, 
as proved by tbe hits on the dummies in front of 
the guns. The General remarks that the light was 
bad, and possinoly many of the men when aiming 
lost sight of the mark; but this difficulty might 
bave been overcomeif sectional commanders had 
selected intermediate points for the men to aim at. 
Very good results were obtained by this means last 
ha when the target, 2,000 yards off, was hidden

For the past two seasons it has led the Guard in 
the increase, and la-t year also in the number of men quali 
fied. This year it has made for itself a record that cannot 
be excelled. Every officer and enlisted man on the rolls of 
the regiment bas qualified as a sharpshooter or marksman, 
and an increase ot 41 sharpshooters over the numoer in 1888 
is particularly gratifying. Haviog reached thisin point of 
numbers, a man who cannot qualify has no longer a place 
in this regiment and must not be enlisted.

KENTUCKY. 


Liev. G. B. DUNCAN, 9th U- 8. Tof., has made his repor® 
to the Adjutant-General of the Army under date of Lex~ 
ington, Ky., Sent. 3, as the result of his observations of the 
Ist. Regiment, Kentucky State Guard, on review at Louis- 
ville, Ky., Aug. 24, 1889, and of the encampment of the 2d 
Regiment from Aug. 2 to 31, 1889. We make the followiag 
extracts from his report: Lieut. Duncan on Aug. 24 at- 
tended the review of the Ist Regiment in the city of Louis- 
ville. The regiment arrived on the ground with six com- 
ranies, under the command of Col. John B. Castleman. 
Line was formed to the lett from column of fours, and 
tbe companies poomecy dressed by their captains. The 
battalion was then presented for review without being 
brought toa rear open order; but the error was immedi- 
ately corrected. The formation was in single rank, and as 
the regiment stood in line the men presented a very neat 
and soldieriy appearance in a dress upiform of single 
breasted blue coat, trousers with white stripes, helmet and 
plume, and crossed white belts for bayonet scabbard and 
cartridge-box and waist-belt. In pg in review dis- 
tances were well preserved; the dress was good both in 
wheelsand in marching. Forming line to the left from col- 
umn of companies was almost perfect. In coming toa rear 
open order officers and guides showed themselves well 
posted in their duties. * * * Col. Castleman is evidently 
a strict disciplinarian, during the review and inspection the 
most excellent order being maintained. There was no gaz- 
ing about or raising of the bands or talking in ranks. In 
the questions asked of officers during inspection they al! 
showed themselves to be welliastructed and conversant 
with their duties. Inspection was followed by a dress pa- 
rade, and at its conclusion Col. Castleman was preseated by 
his regiment, through his excellency Gov. Buckner, with a 
magnificent pair of gold spurs. In conclusion IT will say 
that the regiment made an excellent showing, and its offi- 
cers and men have every reasun to be pleased with the pro- 
ficiency they have attained. 

I reached the camp of the 2d Regiment at the fair grounds 
of Lexington Association on Aug. 26. Col. McKee, the 
regimental commander, was in command of thecamp. As 
in the case of the 3d Regiment, this was a voluntary en- 
campment. What was said of that regiment applies with 
equal force to this. There werein camp 1I officers and 144 
men. His Excellency Governor 8. B. Buckner arrived on 
the 26th, and remained in camp until its conclusion. The 
—- was armed, uniformed, and equipped like the 
other regiments of the State. All that was said of the 3d 
Regiment under these three heads is equaily true of the 2d 
Regiment, and need not be repeated. An excellent state of 
discipline prevailed except in the matter of saluting. All 
were kept strictly in camp and ooly allowed to leave on 
writtea approved by the colonel. Two or three at- 
—~ am | to leave without authority were promptly arrested 
and confined. Col. McKee is a strict disciplinarian, and ex- 
acted a poems obedience to all his orders. 

On going into camp, the officers with these six companies 
were, as arule,about as uninformedin military affairs as 
were the meu io their companies. The largest company in 
ww pany been mustered into the service of the State, and 
‘had m given their guns only two weeks before coming to 
the encampment. Another company had their uuviforms 
issued after they arrived; but seemed willing to learn, 
and gave their earnest attention to the proper discharge of 
every duty. At the request of the colonel I frequently held 
an officers’ school of all the officers. The colonel found it 
impossible to attempt battalion drills; he had just gotten 
his command in shape to commence them when camp 
broke. There was a most satisfactory progress made dur- 
ing the week. Considering the fact that but few knew any- 
thing of guard duty before coming to the encampment, and 
that most of the men were recruits and badly instructed, 
too much cannot be said ot the good work accomplished by 


.this camp in the instruction of its members in their duty as 


sentinels. Army Regulations with reference to guards were 
enforced as strictly as possible. The companies were en- 
tirely without instruction in target firing, nor wasit at- 
tempted during the encampment. Parade and guard 
‘mounting was at best poorly executed, but there was de- 
cided improvement from day to day. Few of the officers or 
‘men bad before taken part or witnessed these ceremonies. 
The police of the camp was bad. Sinks were not dug until 
the third day, and the men rarely usedthem. The ground 
around the mess-table was littered with vegetable matter 
and remains of meals. Trash from the company streets was 
thrown just outside the sentinels’ posts, and not carted 
away. flicers and men messed ther in their com- 
ay As far as 1 could see no attempt was made to nave 

cooks prepare meais properly or at regular times. 
Sometimes a company would have nothing to eat until 
after guard mounting and drill. The cooking was very 
poorly done. regimental surgeon was furnished with a 
case of instruments and asupply of medicines before com- 
ing to the encampment. The general health of the com- 
mand was poor, no doubt due to impure water which was 
furnished for the first three days—a number of cases of 
dysentery and fever broke out. The men were treated in 

r tents orsent home. On the second day the regimentul 
adjutant, Lieut. George Willams, was taken suddenly ill 
apd died the next ey. He was an officer of decided mili- 
tary taste, thoroughly conversant with bis duty as adjutant 
and the proper routine of a camp. On Saturday, the 3ist, 
tents were struck, and all property posses up. By night all 
the companies had yy for their respective homes. 


re, 
as a rule, between 20 and 30 years of , active, healthy, 
and intelligent; obedience to command and attention to 
duty, wheao a are the most salient characteristics. 
The best drilled company I have met is Co. A, 3d Regi- 
ment, Capt. Watt, from Bowling Green, Ky., while Co. B, 
2d Regiment, Capt. Gibson, from Newport, Ky., presents 
beatest appearance at inspection ; iu fact, it is the only 
company of the State Guard whose guns are kept in any- 
ing A ig rd condition. In my intercourse with the 
Guard of State of Kentucky I have been forcibly im- 
pressed witb the fact that company officers seem to regard 
mechanical perfection in the execution of the manual and 
the drill of their companies as matters of paramount im- 
portance, to the neglect of the cleanliness of a soldier's 
weapon and accoutrements, of the instruction of non-com- 
m officers in their duties in the adm‘nistration of a 
company, of the duties of guards and sentinels, of the 
proper care uf a company in ne anu of instruction in the 
preliminary work of target pra . A weekly school for 
non-comm ned officers during the winter months would 
do much to increase the efficiency of a company, when all 
these things could be disc and explained. Ata regi- 
mental encampment every company and every man in the 
company should be required to attend. The State would 
be amply repaid by having all the prelimioary work of a 
camp, such as putcing up tents, digging sinks, buildin 
sheds for mess-tables, etc., attended to before the arrival o 
the companies. In the encampment of the 2d and 3d Regi-

cords are not keep, asa rule. Books for this purpose should 
be issued companies. Non-commissioned officers should 
drill in their proper places, as uired by tactics; other- 

. when used as zuttes they are ignorant of their duties. 
Exercises in camp should be confined to those which can- 
not be attem in a company armory—hattalion drills 
and skirmish drills, and target practice, outpost duty, for- 
mations, and drills in heavy marching order. 

The State would do wel! to get permanent possession of 
ground suitable for a regimental camp, have it well ar- 
—— with target ground near at hand. Let the regi- 
ments follow each other into camp for ten days every sum- 
mer, I would respectfully suggest that when asked for a 
company of regular troops be sent into camp near every 
regimental encampment of State Guards, and that one of 
its officers and two or three reliable non-commissioned 
officers be detailed to assist in the instruction of the regi- 
mept. The officers detailed could, in like manner, assist the 
company officers, givinz then much useful information, so 
the colonel commanding would profit by the experience of 
a@ regular officer and troops in camp near him. Troops so 
situated > exercise a wholesome effect in their discipline. 
Each would wish to do well in the eyes of the other. I think 
the final result would be to bring many excellent recruits 
from the militia to the Regular Army. 

In conclusion, Lieut. Duncan wishes to place on record 
bis thanks for the kin?, courteous treatment he received 
from tbe colonels of the three regiments he inspected, to 
Adjutant General Hill, and to his Excellency Gen. S. B. 
Buckner, Governor of the State.

ARMOR PLATES UNDER FIRE. 


COMPETITIVE trials of compound armor porene 
have been made during the last few days the 
Dutch Government at Helder, North Helland. the 
firms represented being the St. Chamond, Marrel, 
Cammell, and Brown. The three first named estab- 
lisbments, it will be remembered, make compound 
plates on the “Wilson” system, and the last on the 
*Eilis.”’ The gua employed was the Krupp 28-centi- 
metre breech Joading steel gun, firing the redoubta- 
ble Krupp forged steel shot of 556 pounds weight, 
with velovity sufficient to penetrate 1444 inches of 
wroughtiron. Asthe thickness of the plates was 
the same as the calibre of the shot, 283 centimetres 
(equivalent to 11 in. full), it will be seen that it or- 
der to obviate penetration the resistance of the 
plates was required to exceed that of wrought iron 
by more than 30 per cent. The programme con- 
sisted of three shois, close together, near the centre 
ot each plate, but the French plates having been 
practically wrecked at the first round, and the barge 
supporting the target commencing to leak budly to- 
ward the end of the experiments, only the Sheffield 
plates underwent the full ordeal, the others reveiv- 
ing two shots each instead of three.

THE British Admiralty have decided to carry out 
aseries of experimental torpedo trials as soon as 
possible in one of the vessels of the Sharpshooter 
class, and the Seagull at Chatham is selected for this 
purpoee. 

THE French Academy of Sciences bas just awarded 
the Lecomte triennial prizes of 50,000f. for the most 
remarkable scientific achievement to M. Vieille, the 
imventor of the smokeless powder used with the 
Lebel rifle. 


A Frencn War Committee bas approved of the 
new ‘“*bomb-booter.”” While passing through the 
air it hoots so horribly and loudly that it would dis- 
concert the cavalry of the foe—so the Frencb think. 
Its true field of usefulness would seem to be China. 


Tur Brazilian Government, as we learn from the 
£totle du Sud, bas acquired two cruisers and tbree 
gunboats. The former are of 2,200 tons displace- 
mentand 279 ft. in length, and are protected by an 
armoring of steel. Their speed should be 16 knots. 
The gunboats are of 550 and 600 tons, and will steam 
11 knots. Ibeir armament will consist of Krupp 
pune.

THE anticipated success of the Manchester Canal 
is followed by an attempt to join the Forth and the 
Clyde. The chief engiueer of the Manchester Canal 
is of opinion tbat this new effort would be of great 
bevefit not only to commerce, but would also be 
valuable to the British Navy in offering facilities 
for ships to make a short cut from_one coast to the 
otber. The proposed route is by Loch Lomond, 
and it is thought that there will be no great diffi- 
culty in making the cutting of sufficient size to 
allow the largest class of war vessels to pass 
througb. 


THE Admiralty have ordered that speeds of ships 
on passage shall for the future be distinguished as
